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Kwantung Army's Propazanda Plan Which Shall Be Carricd Out 
in Parallel with its Military Activity in North China. 


‘ , I. Goneral Principlo. 


Wo start our propacanda to convinco the whole world of our lawfulness, as 
soon as tho advancoment of the Kwantung Army into China Proper takes place. 
We shall launch out on a movement to estranze the inhabitants of North China 
from the central zovornment, by formonting antl-Kuningtung and anti-commnisn 
agitation among them. As for the Chinese pooplo and army of the rost of China, 
we shall take a measuro to form an anti-war atmosphere, 


II. The prosran of provaganda. 


1. The contral covernnment hrs rogarded North China as a colony, in a sonso, and 
has long made it the objoct of oxploitation. Tho inhabitants in North China, 
therefore, have boon cherishing a svrong dosiro to ostabdlish a separate govern- 
ment of thoir own in order to shake thomsolvos from the fottere of tho central 
sovernnent., Burning with stronz aspiration for indcopondencs, the people 
concerned have expressed thoir firm resolution to establish an independent 
country. 


2. Tho onactment of the nationalization of silvor has made tho central govorn- 
ment tho object of resontment, and as a rosult of it, tho movement to ostablish 
a new independent government in North China is making rapid progross. 


3. It is the greatost desiro of the Japanese government to form an anti- 
communist front with tho North China indenondont government, for it may be 
considorod the first ray of hope for the establishnent of tho lasting peace 
in the Orient by the harmonious cooperation among Japan, China, and Manchuria. 
We, therofore, shall assuno a dofinite attitude to support wholeheartedly the 
establishment and develoonont of the independont government in North China. 


4. Tho Chinese contral zovernnent has violated tho asreement of cossation of 
hostility in North China and othor military agrooments; thoy have been 
disturbing the poaco of Manchuria; instigating a boycott of Japanese goods, 

and an anti-Jsapanose sontiment; and has becono a great menace to tho Japanose 
intorest and residents in North China and the existence of tho Manchurian Empire; 
therofore, wo have to make it cloar that we shall bo obligud to resort to arns 

if the Chinese govornment continucos such undorhanded tactics. 


5. It must be made clear that when wo do dispatch our military force to China 
Bone tine in the futuro, wo do it for tho purposo of punishing the Chinese 
military clique, and not the Chinese people at larzo. 


6. Wo shall try to onhance an anti-war sentiment anong the peoplo, by 
propagandizing extensively that the employnont of military forces by tho Chinoso 
contral sovornnent or other military Lords will reduco tno people to the 
groatocst misory and will load to tho dostruction of tho country. 
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7. As for tho Chinose forces, wo will tako a measuro to promote antagonisn 
botween thom and to incroass their admiration for the strength of tho Japaneso 
military powor, thus depriving thoir righting spirit. 


8. Our propacanda for Manchuria will be, that the appearance of the independent 
government in North China is nothing but a concrete manifestation of their 
longing for the fine adrinistration of the Manchurian government, and it will 
vri-htor the future of Manchuria. 


III. Execution progran,. 


1. Propaganda shall be planned ani carried out by the Army staff. The special 
service facilities in China and Inner Mongolia and also the expeditionary 
forces there shall also perform the duty. 


2. Prior to the advance of our military forces into China Proper, this propa- 
ganda shall be launched, chiofly to support from the side, the propaganda of 
the Japanese government and the, Japanese forces stationed in China. After the 
advance of our forces into China proper, it shall be performed so as to facil- 
itate our military activities. 


3. Propaganda within their sphere of activities shall be carried out in 
conformity with the above-mentioned plan by the dispatched Force, As a rule, 
personnel necessary for such propaganda shall be raised by the dispatched 
troops. But, if it 4s impossible for them to raise the necessary personnel, 
Army staff section will solicit then. Propaganda section will be dispatched 
directly from the Army, if necessary. 


4. A close connection with the Japanese forces and various Japanese agents 
in China shall be maintained in the execution of this plan. 


5. Such propaganda activities as do not fall under this plan shall be carried 
out in conformity with the Kwantuns; Army's »vropaganda plan in peace time.
